MUCH IMPROVED national com- 
mercial TV network coverage in 
1984. A top five play off in each 
division.

All these — and more — about Australia’s new, 24 
team, two division National League were discussed 
at length in Canberra last week by NSL secretary 
Stefan Kamasz 

It was a significant explanation of many of the 
mysteries of new system which has perplexed 
thousands of Soccer fans around Australia. 

Mr Kamasz was the guest speaker at the Canber- 
ra’s Arrows VIP dinner club. 

Listen to him on television coverage. 

‘I am b grrine that next year the National 
League will attract better national commercial 
coverage,” Mr Kamasz said. 

He then strongly indicated that Network 7 and 10 
were in the front line of negotiation — and Soccer 
could even see some improvement in the Australian 
content on the the ABC. 

And criticism of the Sydney/Melbourne domi- 
nance of the two — division. approach? 

That was how it had to be — given the presence of 
clubs in those cities with sufficient financial back- 
ing and spectator support to meet the stringent

prerequisites for National League membership, Mr 
Kamazsz said. 
He went on to add that clubs would play only one 

e less than previously and that there would be a 

ig cost saving to most. 

Relegation? “The bottom club of the NSW and the 
bottom club of the Victorian conference will each be 
relegated,” Mr Kamasz said. 

“The only exceptions are the regional clubs — 
Canberra, Wollongong, Newcastle. They are still 

arded as eeycepne rial areas. They will not be 
relegated unless they finish bottom in successive 
years.” 
Regional clubs, he added, and only the regional 
clubs, would have the opportunity to negotiate the 
dates when they play specific opponents to maxim- 
ise crowd potential. 
He was then asked about whether any future 
attempts would be made to try to tie clubs with 
major Rugby League or Australian Rules clubs in 
Sydney and Melbourne. 
Mr Kamasz used Leichhardt and Footscray as 
examples of previous such attempts — attempts that 
had been solidly rejected by the other codes. 
“I can’t see this type of tie-up being allowed to 
work,” Mr Kamasz said. 

It was the NSL intention to hold a top five play-off 
in each division with the winner of each playing off 
to become Australia’s champions. They would then 
play the champions of Nth.America with a rotation 
of venues. 

Mr Kamasz also explained that the National 
youth league would be continued and that Brisbane 
and Adelaide NSL clubs would probably enter 
Youth squads in their respective State competitions. 

Another revelation was the strong possibility that 
clubs might have to change their strips and logos if 
national television was forthcoming. The final date 
for applications for Australia’s Nationai League was 
Nov. 1,” said Kamasz.

EDITORIAL 


MEDIOCRITY tends to be taken as normal 
when we live with it day after day, year after 
year. 

Perhaps that is why Australian sporting 
spectators have put up with tenth-rate 
facilities at grounds for such a long time. 

We started thinking along these lines after 
Leichhardt’s Soccer coach Fil Bottalico 
complained about the standard of floodlight- 
ing at St George Stadium where his team 
met St George last Friday. 

Some people may think it unfair of ASW to 
criticise a club like St George which has 
done so much to promote the code in New 
South Wales. 

We remain unstinting in our praise of that 
club for having the courage, enthusiasm, 
energy and know-how to fashion an excel- 
lent stadium out of the mudflats at the end of 
the Sydney Airport runway. 

Only a completely dedicated band of Soc- 
cer men would have undertaken the huge 
task of erecting the comfortable grandstand 
which seats 3,000 spectators under one 
roof. 

Yet it cannot be denied that the major 
disappointment in the building of St George 
Stadium was the floodlighting system. 

We commented on this when the lights 
were first switched on several years ago, 
but Saints officials promised “they will be 
improved.” 

Alas, this has not been done. 

Surprisingly, there are few complaints 
about those lights. The comment from Fil 
Bottalico, in fact, may have puzzled some 
people. 

But Bottalico is 100 per cent right. The 
lighting system at St George is suitable only 
for training — not for important competitive 
matches. 

Australian Soccer spectators are so used 
to peering through semi-gloom to watch 
‘matches under poor lights, they appear una- 
ware that they should be getting something 
far better. 

Sydney sporting fans had their first glimp- 
se of REAL floodlighting when Kerry Packer 
| brought his World Series Cricket to the SCG. 
“Magnificent...out of this world..just like 
| daylight.” These were the sort of compli- 
ments paid by those cricket spectators. 
They seemed to think Packer had intro- 
duced a new wonder of the world to sport. 

Few realised that, if they travelled overse- 
as to watch sport at night, they would see 
lighting installations of the SCG standard at 
a thousand stadiums. 

Spectators in Madrid, Sao Paulo, London, 
Dusseldorf and a hundred other cities take it 
for granted that lights must be bright for 
night football — “just like daylight.” 

At some German grounds used for the 
1974 World Cup, we counted 60 lamps on 
leach pylon, with every lamp expertly 
focussed for maximum projection. 

And the crummiest grounds in the English 
fourth division have brighter floodlights than 
the fans accept as “normal” in Australian 
Soccer. 

But there is little incentive for clubs to 
instal good lights if the public is prepared to 
tolerate the present situation. 

The National League could do something 
to help. It could refuse to allow matches on 
grounds where the lighting is not good. 

But this would restrict night games to 
Canberra’s Bruce Stadium, Melbourne’s 
Olympic Park, Adelaide’s Hindmarsh 
| Stadium and practically nowhere else. 

We are stuck with mediocrity. And things 
will stay that way untilthe people running 
Soccer in this country see the light.

All our affiliates, how- 
ever, seem to be progres- 
sing despite these dif- 
ficulties — so with that 
kind of determination, 
the AWSA just has to bea 
winner. 


THERE have been many suggestions over the past few 
years on how to make our game more open and 
attractive to watch. All seem to have failed in produc- 
ing the kind of exciting game the public wants to see. 
Because of defensive patterns, offside traps and 
congested midfields, Soccer is often stifted into the 
middle of the park with players unable to find any 
space. So moves continually break down. 

As player can be offside once inside their opponents 
half most defences push up to the halfway line as soon 
as the ball is in their opponents’ half. 
My idea is to add a new halfway line and make this 
the new boundary for offside as shown in the diagram. 

Now defenders couldn’t push up to the halfway line; 
instead they would have to drop back to the new offside 
line so as not to leave the opposition unmarked. 
In fact, we’ve created 30-40 metres of space in the 
middle of the park giving players so much more space to 
create attacks. 

Tm sure this would make our game much more 
attractive to watch. 

None of the laws of the game would have to be 
changed, the offside rule would stay exactly as it is. 

Only change is the area in which a player can be 
offside. 

It would be interesting to hear from any ASW readers 
on their idea.

THREE Queensland clubs axed two weeks ago from 
the Federation's Brisbane competitions intend to fight 
the decision. 

And support is coming out of the woodwork for the 


clubs — Ne! (Gold Coast), St Albans and Wil- 
lowburn (both Toowoomba) — which are mounting 
strong appeals against the decision. 

The three clubs, backed by their local Associations 
and even local politicians, are formulating strong 
appeals against the QSF restructuring sub- 
committee's recommendation to axe clubs outside the 
general metropolitan area from the Brisbane competi- 
tions next season. 

The clubs have been told to return to their local 
competitions, despite in some cases an Association 
with the Brisbane competition of clubs.

The basis of the club's appeals is believed to be that 
the vote accounted for only half of the QSF member 
clubs and affiliates, and was not a majority opinion. 

The Gold Coast Soccer Association, whose competi- 
tion the re-structuring committee wants Nerang to play 
in, last week passed a motion supporting the club's bid 
to stay in Brisbane. 

Only two delegates voted against the motion, which 
an Association official said was put not to indicate the 
Coast would not welcome Nerang back to protest 
against what they felt was an unfair decision. 

The coast’s junior association has also backed 
Nerang’s fight, clelming young players on the holiday 
strip would lose their opportunity to be seen in 
Brisbane. 

The two Toowoomba clubs have enlisted the aid of 
local MLA, Dr John Lockwood, who is studying the QSF 
Constitution and has advised the clubs concerned to 
father support and call a special general meeting on 
the issue.

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THE ACT’s unique Academy of Soccer is going from strength to 


strength, reports Steve Burns. 


Mr Gianni D’Addario, 
the Academy’s Executive 
Director, and the man 
who conceived the idea, 
told ASW that this year, 
for the first time, the 
Academy had been en- 
trusted — on a trial basis 
—-with the preparation of 
the ACT Under 14, 15 and 
16 representative squads. 

“The selection of play- 
ers was carried out by 
Academy coaches using 
Academy facilities and 
equipment,” Mr D’Ad- 
dario said. 

“The operation went 
reasonably smoothly con- 
sidering the decision to 
give the Academy this re- 
sponsibility was made 
half-way through the 
Acadamy training year.” 

The Academy, in addi- 
tion to its $6,000 Federal 
Government grant to 
meet half of its operation 
costs, had also been given 
a $1,600 equipment grant 
and had purchased video 
equipment to fill training 
sessions. 

“Remember,” Mr D’Ad- 
dario added, “that consid- 
ering it was established 
only in 1981 the Academy 
has grown quickly. It now 
has eight coaches and 
four administrators, a re- 
gistrar and an executive 
director who are respons- 
ible to a Board of Direc- 
tors appointed by the ACT 
Soccer Federation. 

“We have 32 players — 
or cadets — in each of the 
four age groups and they 
attend a full four year 
course from Under 13 to 
Under 16. The course in- 
cludes such things as 40 
outdoor training sessions 
on two hours each at the 
National Sports Centre, 
Bruce, about 10 overnight 
residential camps with 


lectures, film screenings, 
outdoor and indoor train- 
ing and attendance at a 
Class 3 referee course and 
Level 2 ASF coaching 
courses. 


“At the end of each year 
the Academy sends all 
cadets on an interstate 
trip. Cadets are hosted by 
selected Soccer associa- 
tions for three days and 
play friendly games. 


“A Canterbury Under 
14/15 invitation team 
from New Zealand and 
the squad of the Black- 
town Soccer Academy 
were hosted by the 
Academy in Canberra 
this year.”
